The blockade, considered a 
test case in Japan’s efforts to 
oust occidental powers from 
the orient, was interpreted in 
London as a general threat to for- 
eign interests there. 


Prime Minister Chamberlain 
quoted a Japanese spokesman at 
Tientsin as saying their real ob- 
jective was to obtain a “wider 
form of co-operation from British 
authorities in China.” 

Questions of Policy. : 

The prime minister added that 
this “would raise important ques- 
tions of policy in which other 
great powers are coneerned no

UN LIQUOR STORES 


fount Declares Commis- 
sion Has No, Power ‘To 
Forbid Whisky Sales. 


Responsibility of formulating 
rules and regulations for the sale 
of liquor in the unincorporated 
areas of Fulton county rested with 
the county commission last night 
after the state supreme court had 
ruled that the commission has no 
power to forbid whisky sales in 
the outlying sections. 

The decision reversed a man- 
damus denial by Judge Virlyn 
Moore, of Fulton superior court, 
and opened the way for the op- 
eration of liquor stores in the 
unincorporated areas which have 
been kept dry since the county 
voted? overwhelmingly wet last 
year, 

On April 6, 1938, shortly after 
liquor was legalized, the county 
commissioners passed a resolution 
providing that no licenses would 
be issued for stores in the un- 
incorporated sections. Lack of an 
adequate police force to supervise 
the stores was given as a reason 
for this action. 

The supreme court’s opinion, 
written by Justice Duckworth, 
declared “the action of the com- 
missioners was a clear attempt to 
prohibit and not to regulate... 
The county commissioners have 
no inherent police power au-

Friends said that Colonel Hor- 
ton, in Atlanta on a business trip, 
had been complaining of a pain in 
his chest earlier in the day and 
decided to go to bed. 

His body was discovered by a 
bellboy who went to the room to 
deliver some laundry. Its posi- 
tion indicated that he collapsed 
while putting on the top to his 
pajamas and fell across the bed. 

A native of South Carolina, he 
was a graduate of Furman Uni- 
versity at Greenville and spent 
most of his life teaching in Geor- 
gia schools. 

Brilliant War Record. 

Colonel Horton had one of the 
most brilliant World War records 
in the American army. Resign- 
ing his commission in the reserve 
corps as soon as this country was 
involved, he enlisted as a private 
in the infantry and won his way 
up from the ranks to the rank of 
major. 

After serving abroad for vir- 
tually the entire duration of Unit- 
ed States participation, he re- 
turned to assume his post as presi- 
dent of the Georgia Military Col- 
lege, Milledgeville, Ga., which he 
previously had resigned.

Abolition of 800 pin ball and 
similar slot machines and mak- 
ing their operation in Atlanta 
illegal after July 1 was recom- 
mended unanimously yesterday 
by the ordinance committee of 
city council.

INQUEST DELAYED 
IN SAUNDERS DEATH 


Analysis of ‘Stomach Con- 
tents Is Awaited by 
Cobb Coroner.

Saunders, 39, scheduled to con-

The inquest was adjourned 
Wednesday afternoon to give doc- 
tors time to search the contents 
of Saunders’ stomach for drugs 
or poison after several witnesses 


testified that he sat burning in| 


the cab of an old truck, and made 
no effort to get out through the 
open door at his side. 

Attaches of the office of Dr. G. 
T. Lewis, associate professor of 
Emory University, to whom Saun- 
ders’ stomach contents were taken 
yesterday for analysis, said that 
it probably would be this after- 
noon or tomorrow morning before 
the analysis would be completed. 
The autopsy has already disclosed 
a cut on the back of the man’s 
head, though doctors reported no 
brain injury. 

In the meanwhile, Cobb county 
authorities were still holding Dr. 
. S. Freeman for investigation 
after he had appeared twice on 
the witness stand to give his 
version of how Saunders met his 
death, a version that came into 
occasional conflict with the stories 
of other witnesses.

Isn’t it about time for you to 


bake a ham? There is no meat 
more adaptable nor well-liked 
than ham, and it fits splendidly 
into the summer plans because you 
can cook it a day or a week in ad- 
vance and when you’re ready for 
it, it is ready for you! When you 
know you have a baked ham in 
the refrigerator you feel equal to 
any plans; even when husband 
blithely announces, on a withering 
day, that Mr. So-and-So is in town 
and he must ask him out to din- 
ner, you don’t have that sinking 
feeling. Ham in almost any form 
is considered substantial enough 
and ritzy enough for any kind of 


meal, 
Baked Ham. 

Select high-grade ham, and 
place it, rind side up, in an un- 
covered roasting pan. Some pak- 
ers suggest their hams be baked 
in original directions given on the 
wrapper. Use a meat thermom- 
eter if you have one, ‘mak- 
ing an insertion in the rind 
for thermometer and place bulb 
in the center of the thickest part 
of the ham. Bake in a slow oven 
until ‘thermometer registers. 160 
degrees. If you do not have a 
thermometer allow time for bak- 
ing as follows: large hams, 20 to 
25 minytes per pound; average, 10 
to 12-pound hams, 25 to 30 min- 
utes per pound; and half-hams, 
about 30 minutes per pound. Al- 
low 40 to 55 minutes per pound 
for shank ends and picnic butts. 

One-half hour before meat is 
done, remove rind, and cover ham 
with 1 1-2 cups brown sugar, stick 
whole cloves into surface, and 
pour 1-4 cup cider or vinegar over 
ham. Continue baking, and baste 
with drippings. 

Virginia Ham. 

There are several versions of 
the famous Virginia ham. One 
calls for soaking overnight, then 
covering ham with a paste of flour 
and water. Ham then is sewn into 
a cheesecloth ‘bag, boiling water 
poured over, boiled for a few min- 
utes, then simmered for six hours. 
Ham is cooled overnight in the 
stock and next day cloth dough 
and rind is removed and ham is 
baked for about two hours cov- 
éred with brown sugar, studded 
with cloves and basted with cider. 
Orange and lemon juice may be 
poured over ham during last few 
minutes of baking. 

Another method is to soak ham 
overnight, and next day simmer

“While the act (of February 3, 
1938) vests in the county commis- 
sioners wide discretion in the reg- 
ulation of the business authorized 
thereby, including the location of 


such businesses, the amount of the 


license fee and the personal quali- 


fications of applicants for licenses, | 
it does not authorize them to refuse | 


to exercise that discretion,” Jus- 
tice Duckworth said iri his de- 
cision. 

Under the liquor act, the state 
revenue commissioner is not au- 
thorized to issue a license until the 
applicant exhibits a license from 
the municipality “or by the gov- 
erning authorities of the county 
where the place of business is lo- 
cated, if such place of business is 
outside the corporate limits of a 
town or city.” 

To List Regulations. 

Under the supremé court de- 
cision, it will be the county’s duty 
to set up conditions under which 
stores will be operated and when 
an applicant for a license has been 
examined by the county police de- 
partment, it will be up to the com- 
mission to grant or fefuse him a 
permit.

Doctors explain that 
ithere is no general use of sulfa- 
‘nilamide any more than there is a 
general surgical operation. 

In the administration of sulfa-

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| HOOVER TO DIRECT 
WAR AGAINST SPIES 


Murphy Discloses That He 
Has Evidence of Sab- 


otage, Espionage. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—(/)— 
Four agencies of the federal gov- 
ernment joined today in an effort 
to protect the huge armaments 
program from “widespread” net- 
works of foreign spies. 

Making known that he had evi- 
dence of sabotage as weil as es- 
pionage, Attorney General Mur- 
phy officially announced that J. 
Edgar Hoover would direct the 
Justice Department’s work against 
these activities. He will ,work 
closely with the intelligence. offi- 
cers of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. 

The senate naval committee, re- 
porting that the armaments pro- 
gram has attracted “increasing 
numbers of foreign spies,” recom- 
mended legislation to stiffen pen- 
alties. 

The report, drafted by Senator 
Barbour, Republican, of New Jer- 
sey, said there was “widespread 
evidence of espionage not only in 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, the Canal 
Zone and the Pacific coast, but on 
the Atlantic coast and the gulf 
states as well.” It added: 

“A foreign spy may steal. our 
military secrets, take photographs 
of war vessels under construction, 
fly over our navy yards, penetrate 
our aircraft factories, damage or 
destroy planes and conspire with 
others ‘to steal code books and 
secret reports, and get off with a 


year or two in prison, if, in fact, 
i'he is given a prison term at all. 
This is the height of absurdity.” 


The legislation would increase 
the penalties for most espionage 
offenses from a maximum of two 
years and a $10,000 fine, or both, 
to a sentence of five to ten years 
and a $10,000 fine. 

Major offenses, such as sabotage, 
would be penalized by a maximum 
20-year sentence and a maximum 
$10,000 fine. A 10-year sentence 
would be mandarory.

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Desperate Japan? 

Almost two years ago, a night skirmish near 
Peiping started Japan off on a military excur- 
sion in China. On that July day it appeared 
to the world at large that the objective was 
limited in application to North China, yet each 
succeeding conquest in this war of “fundamental 
solution” has fanned Nipponese ambitions to a 
point which today are generally accepted as 
having created a desperate situation. 

In 1935 Grover Clark, author of “The Great 
Wall Crumbles” and former editor of the Peip- 
ing Leader, predicted in an interview that Japan 
was headed along the course which is now un- 
folding, asserting that once this development 
came, the island empire would be figuratively 
holding a tiger by the tail, unable to hold on 
for long and afraid to let go. The correctness 
of his interpretation is startlingly reflected in 
the present status of the China war, which 
many believe today holds a shocking threat to 
world security . 

The analysis, which finds authoYitative sup- 
port, holds that Japan has reached a stalemate 
in the effort to conquer all China, and that 
each succeeding day finds China stronger, 
Japan weaker. This, students of Japanese 
psychology maintain, leads to the grave danger 
that a desperate military leadership will throw 
the nation into a vaster military and naval 
struggle tantamount to national hari-kiri. That 
this is not beyond the realm of possibility is 
hinted in the increasing number of “incidents” 
Involving chiefly British nationals and interests 
In China. It is significant also that the more 
experienced troops of the Japanese empire have 
been filtered out of China into the state of 
Manchoukuo or returned to service in the home- 
land islands. The navy has been largely with- 
drawn from active service in China except for 
the Yangtze control from Shanghai northward, 
and at Canton. It is also pertinent that the 
good feeling which followed the return of 
Ambassador Saito’s ashes aboard an American 
cruiser has been largely dissipated among of- 
ficialdom by the difficulties over extra-terri- 
torial rights. 

Mr. Clark expressed in 1935—and there is 
no reason to feel that his analysis would have 
been changed by the events of the last four 
years—the fear that any Japanese adventure 
would be directed toward the United States 
rather than toward Russia or any other power. 
A test of strength with the United States has 
been an obsession of the Japanese militarists, 
he explained, and it is not beyond the possible 
that this desperation would give rise to a situa- 
tion involving the United States in a condition 
over which it had no control or in war forced 
upon it. 

Today the direction ofeJapanese anger ap- 
pears to be chiefly against Great Britain. For 
the unfathomable tomorrow, it will be wise for 
America to watch warily for any manifestations 
of unfounded hostility on the part of the island 
empire. It is a strange situation, one which will 
be all the more intense as Chinese resistance is 
strengthened. 


Increasing Safety 

Encouraging revelation of the decreasing 
ratio of traffic deaths is found in the annual 
report of the National Safety Council. For the 
first time, with one exception, in more than 
30 years traffic fatalities show a decrease. The 
exceptional year was 1932. In all other years, 
until 1938, these deaths showed steady an- 
nual increase. 

At the same time there has been an annual 
decrease, for years, in other forms of accidents. 
Hitherto, however. these gains have been off- 
set by the mounting losses in traffic. This 
year, for the first time, traffic death reduction 
leads all other classifications. 

In all types of accidents it is estimated that 
11,000 lives were saved in 1938. This means 
11,000 fewer deaths than would have occurred 
had the ratios of 1937 been maintained. Of 
these, 7,200 are credited to greater safety in 
traffic. : 

The percentage of improvement in traffic 
was 18, in occupational deaths, 13 per cent, in 
public (not motor vehicle) deaths, 8 per cent. 
and in fatal home accidents, 2 per cent. 

These encouraging figures, however, should 
not be permitted to induce any feeling of cver- 
confidence or to result in any let-up in the 
many campaigns for greater safety of all kinds. 
If,the good record is to be maintgined, if there 


‘ 


is to be further reduction in accident fatalities 
in 1939 and future years, there must be no 
slackening in the nation-wide war for safety. 
. Irrespective of the suffering and sorrow 
involved in all accidents, motor vehicle acci- 
dents in 1938, despite the improvement shown, 
cost in death, injury and property damage an 
estimated $1,500,000,.000. No nation in the 
world, not even the United States, can afford 
such a drain upon the national income and 
national resources. 
It is not only cruel in the sorrow it brings, 
it is unpardonable in the loss it involves. 


Georgia at the Fair 
There should be today a new pride in the 


breasts of all Georgians as they consider the 
high place their state has taken in the ex- 
hibit ranks at the New York World’s Fair. 

Lamar Q. Ball, Constitution staff correspond- 
ent with the official Georgia delegation now 
in New York for the opening of the Georgia 
building in the avenue of states, expressed in 
his story of Thursday morning something of the 
excellence of this state’s presentation of its 
own story at the fafr. 

He tells how much more complete and in- 
spiring is the knowledge of our own state that 
can be gained by viewing that exhibit, than 
by merely living, secluded, in some particular 
spot of Georgia, such as Atlanta, Savannah, 
Augusta or Rabun Gap. He declared that the 
exhibit is so compelling, so alluring, it would 
arouse desire in anyone to live within the 
borders of this state and said it excelled every 
other state exhibit, with not more than one or 
two possible exceptions. 

This exhibit should perform a-great service 
for the state in opening the eyes of millions of 
fair visitors to the truth about Georgia. It 
should go far to counteract the unfortunate 
impressions given forth by such things as that 
play, “Tobacco Road,” or the “Problem Num- 
ber One,” report of the national economic com- 
mittee. 

It should, however, perform an even greater 
service for Georgians themselves, by reawak- 
ening ancient pride in state and by reteaching 
us the potential greatness of this common- 
wealth. Statisticians may continue to present 
their figures that paint far from optimistic 
reports about the state, but statisticians can 
never evaluate the glories of the mountains 
and the plains, the beneficence of the sunshine, 
the hidden treasures of the hills, the spirit of 
the people that, all combined, makes this Geor- 
gia. 

Georgia has, it is true, frightening problems 
that must be solved before she can step forth 
on the steady march to her rightful place in 
the sun. Education must be better provided 
for, the war on disease must be granted great- 
er financial resources, average income must be 
raised and the security of her people better 
assured. But, despite these needs, Georgia re- 
mains the Empire State, bearing within her- 
self all the elements required to make her the 
most blessed and happiest of states on this 
footstool of God that mankind calls Earth. 


Labor Pays Price 


The basic fallacies of some of the labor leg- 
islation of the last few years are becoming 
more and more evident as the nation continues 
to flounder in a recession that shows little evi- 
dence of receding in the desirable direction. 

It should be clear today that the concentra- 
tion of the administration toward increasing 
the national income by artificial increases in 
wage rates and increasing employment by re- 
ducing the hours of work is nothing more or 
less than ineffectual tugging at the nation’s 
bootstraps. 

The labor legislation of the past few years 
has brought the United States abreast of other 
countries from the sociological standpoint, yet 
it cannot be gainsaid the economic policies re- 
flected in this legislation have done harm, both 
to the cause of labor and of the nation. 

The shift in wage status since 1933 ap- 
proximates the skyrocketing of wages in the 
period from 1914 to 1920, when the prevailing 
condition was one of labor shortage. Since 
1929—and more particularly since 1933—there 
has been a chronic surplus of labor, which to- 
day threatens to become stabilized at a figure 
in the neighborhood of 10,000,000 persons. 

In other words, these labor policies are de- 
signed for the national economy under condi- 
tions presupposing a boom peak. As such they 
seem to have prevented additional employment 
at a time when business began an upward 
trend, and to have failed to cushion the de- 
cline. 

In the larger sense, then, labor has not 
gained. Business, industry and labor have been 
further strait-jacketed into a vicious circle 
of makeshifts that under present conditions 
can only result in still more disastrous cen- 
tralization of economic control. Labor is en- 
titled to the protection of laws that prevent its 
exploitation. Yet it is being led to a worse 
type of exploitation when the policies of the 
national government restrict its opportunities 
for employment and dictate the number of 
hours of employment on a rigid basis, at a 
time in which the utmost flexibility should be 
permitted. 

The American standard of living was at- 
tained by a constantly increasing efficiency of 
production on the part of labor, of the tech- 
nician and of capital. It is seriously threat- 
ened by a bewildering succession of economic 
experiments and control which, in their final 
analysis, can bring only a totalitarian control 
of all existence in this country.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

DEWEY AND POLITICIANS WASHINGTON, June 15—If 
New. York state’s delegates 


wear the label of Thomas E. Dewey at the Republican convention, it 
won’t be because the politicians waste much love on the young 
racket-buster. Dewey may be leading the polls. He may be over- 
whelmingly self-confident. His bagmen, who are understood to be 
in the field already, may be having success garnering delegates in 
the south and west. But reports reach Washington of the most 
astounding situation in Dewey’s home state. 

Broadly speaking, the situation -arises from the fact that there 
are two bitterly conflicting wings of the Republican organization in 
New York. In New York city, there is the wing of compromise, 
given to indorsing the “objectives of the New Deal,” fond of men- 
tioning “Republican liberalism,” and led by Kenneth F. Simpson, 
the cheerful opportunist whose deal with the American Labor Party 
won Dewey his first election. And upstate there is the conservative 
wing, with strongholds in Syracuse and Roches‘er, where the doings 
and sayings of the Simpsonites are anathema forever. 

The Syracuse and Rochester organizations have small enthusiasm 
for Dewey, whom they first knew as a Simpson man. He annoyed 
them when he blue-penciled blasts against the New Deal out of a 
speech nominating him for the governorship.. He angered them 
profoundly in the subsequent campaign, when he refused to listen 
to Herbert Hoover’s demand for a rip-snorting attack on Roosevelt. 
He is not their sort of man, as they have plainly let him know in 
several small ways. And, if they can avoid it, they will take their 
delegates to another market, either by keeping them uncommitted, 
or by making the Rochester “publisher, Frank Gannett, a sort of 
upstate favorite son, or in some other way. 


HOOVER’S HIGH COLLARS Meanwhile, as a good many 
people know by now, Dewey’s 
relations with Simpson are so bad that Dewey is actually trying to 
oust his former patron from the New York city leadership. Such 
incidents are common enough in politics, but commonness does 
not prettify them. 
The truth is that Simpson personally arranged the Dewey can- 
didacy for the district attorneyship of New York county—the office. 
in which Dewey has had his greatest gang-busting triumphs. Mayor 


._ La Guardia had another choice, and so did many of the orthodox 


Republicans. Simpson coped with them both, persuaded Dewey to 
run, and backed him to the hilt in the campaign. They remained 
the closest of friends until Simpson’s public attack on Herbert 
Hoover so enraged Republican conservatives that friendship with 


‘Simpson seemed dangerous to Dewey. 


Dewey said nothing to Simpson at the time. Even after a much- 
talked-of meeting and reconciliation with Hoover, there was noth- 
ing in the Dewey manner toward Simpson to indicate what was 
coming. Then suddenly, at a large unofficial political dinner, 
Dewey dropped the remark in his speech that, if anyone wished to 
know what he and Hoover had said to one another, they had been 
discussing putting one of the Hoover high collars on “my old friend, 
Ken Simpson,” in order to “choke off some of his statements.” That 
blew the lid off. 


THE WHOLE HOG Dewey’s turning against Simpson was ob- 

viously the result of rather cold-blooded 
calculation, although he has since excused it on the grounds that 
Simpson was too possessive, too ingiscreet. and so forth. Possibly 
Simpson was too possessive, but that does not alter the fact that 
Dewey’s chief motive could only have been to conciliate the Re- 
publican conservatives. And now, having made the first step, he is 
going the whole hog, privately urging members of the New York 
city organization to- throw off Sirpson’s leadership. 

If losing the embarrassing Simpson friendship was his object, 
Dewey has succeeded magnificently. Simpson henchmen now say 
that ‘their leader hates Dewey with a holy hatred, and will do all 
in his power to wreck him. Meanwhile, indications from upstate 
are that, while Herbert Hoover may have learned to cherish the 
young gang-buster, the Syracuse and Rochester organizations have 
not. In fact, he seems to have no friends left among the organiza- 
tion politicians, except such middle-of-the-road potentates as Ed 
Jaeckle, of Buffalo. Yet the chances still are that he will get the 
New York delegation, for the simple reason that he has the pulling

Jersey, few of whom ever have 
seen a race of running horses in 
their state because racing was out- 
lawed there about 40 years ago, 
will vote June 20 on a constitu- 
tional amendment to revive the 
sport, or racket, with pari-mutuel 
betting. Should the amendment 
carry, a track would be established 
close to the Jersey end of the 
George Washington bridge, in 
plain sight of midtown and uptown 
New York and only a few minutes 
by omnibus or taxi from the rich- 


world. 

This track probably would out- 
draw the metropolitan New York 
plants having the misfortune to 
run concurrent meetings, because 
transportation would be much 
more comfortable and because 
New York racing for years has 
been conducted in the leaky-roof 
manner under conditions which 
have constituted a monopoly. The 
customers have had to patronize 
the metropolitan horse yards or 
travel as far as Rhode Island or 
Maryland, so the New York opera- 
tors have felt no necessity to 
gentle them with modern luxuries, 
courteous treatment or convenient 
prices. 

There is considerable opposition 
to the proposed revival in New 
Jersey because it may be taken for 


granted that racing under the con- 
trol of the Hague machine of Jer- 
sey City and in Atlantic City un- 
der the control of any machine 
would be a racket more corrupt, 
if possible, in the political sense 
than racing in Florida or Rhode 
Island. Mr. Hague already has 
said, in a spirited campaign ora- 
tion in favor of the mutuels, that 
racing would create 6,000 new jobs 
for Jerseymen—which may be an 
exaggeration—but he neglected to 
say that most of the jobs would be 
political patronage,

The Report. 

Details of the report are given 
in the London Spectator of Janu- 
ary 20, 1939. With non-essential 
sentences eliminated in the inter- 
est of space, that report, in part, 
reads as follows: ; 

“In some cases whole industries, 
or sections of industries, have been 
transferred completely to this 
country. The whole of the valu- 
able fur trade of Leipzig, for in- 
stance, has been transferred to this 
country. The greater part of the 
leather bag industry now establish- 
ed in England has since 1931 been 
built by German Jews, the ma- 
jority of whom, of course, took 
residence here and increased their 
businesses after 1933. 

“In Lancashire there is one 
leather-bag business which em- 
ploys over 750 British “subjects. 
The factory of another, one estab- 
‘lished on the St. Helen’s Estate at 
‘Bishop Auckland, which was burn- 
ed down some time ago, was em- 
ploying at the time 250 British 
‘subjects, and the program which 
is to be carried out this year will 
lemploy up to 600 people. In all 
‘these cases work is being done 
/here by British workmen that was 
formerly done in Germany by 
'Germans...

tory which, beginning with 175 
British employes, is expected ulti- 
mately to employ about 2,000. 
Other firms are manufacturing 
soups, delicatessen, furnishings, 
lamp shades, electric equipment, 
work boxes, and furniture, and a 
cement hardening process is being 
started. ... 

“A silk printing factory now em- 
ploys 40 and will soon employ 70 
British work-people; a_ leather

That the same thing, to a cer- 
tain extent, is happening in Amer- 
ica is shown by a report on “Refu- 


gee Facts,” compiled by the 
Quakers, through the American 
Friends Service Committee. Quo- 
tations from that report follow: 

“One German textile man used 
to own a shirt factory in Germany, 
and sold his wares to South Ameri- 
ca. Having to leave his homeland, 
he has transferred his factory to 
our country and is employing 
American labor to supply his cus- 
tomers as before. 

“Harmonicas and accordions 
used to_be imported from Ger- 
many. Now a refugee has set up 
a shop for the making of these in- 
struments and American workers 
are making them. 

“A German firm exported until 
recently certain types of wool hos- 
iery to the United States. Now 
the three refugees who had owned 
this firm have re-established it in 
Massachusetts and are employing 
38 American workers in the manu- 
facture of goods which had »veen 
imported previously frcm abroad. 

“Another refugee has brought 
over from Germany a patented 
process used in the manufacture 
of gloves. The firm he established 
to utilize this patent now does an 
annual business of $100,009.” 

Thus it appears evident that, 
though some immigrants may be 
responsibilities, there are others 
who become valuable assets to the 
country which provides sanctuary 
when they are driven from their 
former homes. 

It is worth thinking about, at 
least.

the state had more money.

I think that when he was speaking of fat meat he was th 
of it nestling in a dish of turnip or mustard greens with the pot 
liquor just showing through the greens. Or, perhaps, he was think- 
ing of going into the kitchen and opening up the pot of snap beans 
and seeing the chunk of fat bacon cooking on top of the beans, 
sending up its aroma along with the companion greens. 

He envisioned the plate as having some greens and beans served 
along with the fat meat. If corn bread and buttermilk be added, 
with just a trifle of butter for the pone or egg bread, then indeed 
Mr. Dunlap has himself a diet. It has helped make him fat: and 
Sassy and full of geniality and fun. 

But just corn bread and feat meat will bring on pellagra. In- 
deed, the state is suffering from financial pellagra just now. It 
seems to me the great trouble with Georgia is that we have been 
on a fat meat and corn bread rating for too long a period of years. 
It is not a matter of going back to it. It is a matter of getting away 
from it. Georgia ranks near the bottom in all matters of state serv- 
ice, education, schools, literacy, income, and so on. It is time we 
advanced Georgia and it is not impossible. 


If they were to sit Mr. Dunlap down to corn bread and fat meat 


without the greens, he’d grumble mightily. So would I. 
EDUCATIONAL PELLAGRA Just now we are being treated 


ws with the news that next year 
Georgia likely will have a school term of three and a half months. 
That is a very meager diet of figurative corn bread and fat meat 
and it will bring on educational pellagra. 
: How many people will relish the idea of keeping their children 
in a state which can supply them with only three and a half months 
of teaching? How many teachers will be willing to remain in a 
state which requires its teachers be educated and yet which pays 
them, if at all, for only three or four months? 

Is the state of Georgia so poor in money and men that it cannot 
do more than this? 

It is no good building roads if the schoolhouses are going to be 
empty. It is no good building university buildings if there are to 
be no graduates to go into them. 

Georgia is suffering in this very period from the educational 
pellagra of the decade of 1900-1910, when there were but eight or 
nine high schools in the state. The result was a heavy percentage 
of illiterates, which percentage includes the adults of today. 

It is a well-established fact that a people who are literate better 
can interpret their own needs than one which is illiterate. An edu- 
cated people will never be content with a diet of husks. The wise 
political leader will be one who insists there must be at least seven 
months of schooling; that health and social services be maintained, 
at least at a minimum; that the state be progressive in these mat- 
ters. If we are to go back to the husks, then let us altogether close 
the schools. 

Actually, there are people in Georgia who do not have even 
corn bread and fat meat except at intervals, 


EDUCATION AND BUSINESS Georgia is an agrarian state, 

but business is increasing along 
with industry. The industrial leaders and the businessmen of Geor- 
gia do not want the state to slip backward to a position lower than 
the one already occupied. 

An educated people are better for business. Assuredly they 
are better for agriculture. The 4-H clubs, the Future Farmers of 
America and the county agents can testify to that. 

In a day when the cry is that no one wants to farm, there is 
gathered at Jackson lake the young high school students of agricul- 
ture who want more than anything else to farm. They want to have 
their own land because they have confidence in what they have 
learned. ; 

The way out for agrarian Georgia is through these boys who 
have learned how to do and have learned by doing. They will not 
cling, stubbornly, to outmoded methods of agriculture. They will 
supply the leadership the farming people so long have lacked. 

Business and industry do not want Georgia to cease looking 
forward because a program of advancement has bogged down. The 
outlook in Ggorgia isn’t at all hopeless. The state is not bankrupt, 
even though there be no money in the till. 

We've eaten-the_husks too long. 

The way out is never one of retreat. The way out is not through 
closed schools, unpaid teachers, deserted farms, worn-out farms, 
typhoid, pellagra, hookworm and hunger. A corn bread and fat 
meat program won’t let us go forward. 

Eventually every objective must be translated through education. 

We don’t want to continue pellagra of education.

Few May Become Henry Fords,

Some time after the year of 1930, an unidentified writer or poli- 
tician, saddened by the number of idle young men he saw on the 
streets, remarked that our country no longer provides opportunity 
for its young people. 

Other people, seeing this statement in pnint, accepted it as truth 
and repeated it. They examined no evidénce and consulted no 
records. Why should they? Since childhood they had heard Ameri- 
ca described as a land of golden opportunity, and now with their 
own eyes they beheld a generation of the jobless. Conditions ob- 
viously had changed. So they repeated the untruth and thus in- 
creased its authority, and soon all of young America had accepted 
the role of the disinherited and defrauded. 

Thus a myth becomes a fact when a sufficient number of peo- 
ple have told it to one another. 

Of course it is true that America is no longer the land of golden 
opportunity it used to be. But the sadder truth is that it never was. 

Talk to the oldest men you know: read autobiographies and biog- 
raphies of the great who are dead; consult histories. You will find 
that fathers of every generation since America’s beginning have 
said to their sons, quite truthfully: “Life is softer than it used to be. 
You won’t have to face the hardships I endured.” 

The opportunities that gave America a unique reputation were, 
first, the opportunity to obtain cheap land and work 16 hours a day 
developing it, and, second, the common man’s priceless opportunity 
to be judged by his own merits and to achieve the highest rank he 
was able to deserve. 

In every generation there were men, shrewder or more indus- 
trious or luckier than the average, who became wealthy by trading 
or by exploiting the country’s natural resources; but there never 
was a time when the general run of men were able to make money 
easily or quickly, or even to get a living without hard work. And 
the reward for a given effort has increased with every century. 

When this writer got out on his own, his first job as a printer 
in a country newspaper office paid three dollars a week and board. 

Go back another generation and observe the golden opportunity 
that faced a typical young doctor, fresh from medical school. He 
began in debt, for he had borrowed money for his schooling. He 
painted a rude sign and hung it in front of his office. He bought 
a few dollars’ worth of lumber and carpentered his own office fur- 
niture. Then he spent from 6 to 24 hours a day piloting a hired 
horse and buggy through hub-deep mud, and his reward for the 
first year’s labor was $185. Dr. Hertzler, now famous as surgeon 
and author, started that way. 

There has always been opportunity to start at scratch, work long 
hours for pinch-penny reward, and slowly get ahead by making 
good. If there ever was any other kind in this country, nobody has 
left a record of it. 

Thousands of youngsters are now getting started the same hard 
way, and they have no reason to feel cheated or put-upon, for Dad 
and Grandpa traveled the same road when it was rougher.

name, nutritional anemia, implies, | 


\the cause is deficiency in the in-

Filmed tor First Time in History 


American Scientists Lie Silently Hidden for Many Hour4 
To Record Unexplained Phenomena of Nature in 
Wilds of New Guinea. 


By the North American Newspaper 
Alliance. 

HOLLANDIA, Netherlands New 
Guinea, June 15.—(By Wireless)— 
For the first time in history, a 
complete record has been obtained 
of one of nature’s great mysteries, 
the strange ceremonial dance of 
the New Guinea Bird of Paradise. 

This was reported here as the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory 1938-39 expedition, led by 
Richard Archbold, scientist-aviator, 
came to a close. 

Hours of Concealment. 

Concealed for hours in small 
blinds, scientists succeeded in tak- 
ing moving pictures of the inex- 
plicable jungle dance of birds 
whose plumage is almost unparal- 
leled anywhere in the world for 
beauty. 

Dr. William Richardson, mamal- 
ogist of the expedition ‘and one 
of the last to leave the island, de- 
scribed the ceremony in a short- 
wave radio conversation. 

Elaborate preparations are made 
for the dance. The birds clean 
away all grass and vegetation from 


ja small area, then spend hourg 

preening, arranging their brilliant 

feathers—the reds, the velvety, 

blacks, yellows, and iridescent 

greens—glittering in the sun. 
Strut Onto “Stage.” 

The adult males eventually stru§ - 
to the “stage,” and begin their 
dance, with the females and young 
as admiring spectators. In a series 
of graceful movements, perching 
on twigs, turning from side to 
side, occasionally interspersed with 
4 rapid gesture, all accompanied 
hv the continual moving of feath~ 
ers to obtain the maximum color 
effect, they pirouette with an 
amazing sense for spectacle and 
rhythm. 

The movies are en route tc the 
United States with the group of 
scientists expected to return within 
the next two months. 

Dr. Richardson commented that 
hundreds of interesting specimeng 
were obtained by the expedition, : 
including ratlke mammals with 
pouches in which the young are 
carried, New Guinea wild dogs, 


and many others.
